TITE UNDERLYING IDEA of the pres­ 
ent Cumberland city charter ie that th* 
local government shall function with a 
minimum of partisanship looking to effi­ 
c a c y of operation for the best interests 
of the community in general. 
It would 
appear, consequently, that a measure now 
pending in the General Assembly - Senate 
bul No 177, bv which city employes, with 
some exceptions, would be brought under 
civil service regulations and protection—Is 
in consonance with that principle. 
The measure would constitute a civil 
service commission with duties correspond­ 
ing to like bodies already existing, which 
would formulate rules and "provide for 
appointments and employments in all posi- 
tlfuis in the classified serv ice 
based 
en merit efficiency, character and indus­ 
try" 
To prevent the undue “freezing" of 
Jobs, the body would be authorized to in­ 
vestigate the work of the service and. 
whenever it discovers that “any adminis­ 
trative head of the city government, in­ 
cluding any commission or board having 
the power of appointments or removals in 
the classified city service of Cumberland, 
has abused such power by making ap­ 
pointments or removals for any reason 
other than the good of the public service.

Thus, with 
a mere dictum of 
the attorney general and without 
any analysis of the statute itself 
or justification for freezing salaries 
to an arbitrary 
level, the entire 
executive-management 
class 
in 
America was deprived of the right 
to have Ii* income fixed by law, 
and a limit was placed not by Con­ 
gress but by the executive on tile 
opportunity of individuals to earn 
salaries hiterto deemed commensu­ 
rate with thetr abilities and tal­ 
ents. 
There mas nothing in the anti- 
inllatlon law which justified such 
an arbitrary restriction. In fact, 
Congress had 
been 
assured 
by 
spokesmen for tile administration 
that lf the btl! which subsequently 
was pimped on October 3 did becomt 
law, tire powers therein would not 
be used to effectuate proposals that 
had bern specifically rejected by 
Congress. 


Opinion Not Asked 


In some administration quarters
